He has served the United States as 
Ambassador to Germany and Minister to Switzerland 
and The Netherlands, and was Assistant Secretary of 
State from 1898 to 1903. His writings include A His- 
tory of European Diplomacy and Impressions of the 
Kaiser. 

Jeremiah W. Jenks, 

the political economist, has acted for the Government 
in various capacities. He was commissioner in special 
charge of reform currency in China in 1903 and 1904 
and a member of the United States Immigration Com- 
mission, 1907-10. He has written upon many subjects 
relating to the Far East. 

James D. Phelan, 

Senator from California, is a native of that State. He 
was a Vice President of the World's Columbian Com- 
mission, and served as Mayor of San Francisco from 
1896 to 1902. He was elected to the United States 
Senate for the term 1915-1921. 

Major General William Crozier, U. S. A., Retired, 
is a graduate of West Point. He served in two Indian 
campaigns, was chief ordnance officer on the Peking 
Relief Expedition, and was a delegate to the Interna- 
tional Peace Congress at The Hague in 1899. In 1901 
he became Chief of Ordnance of the Army.
